IN HOUSE OF LORDS BY 


IRISH BILL AMENDMENT 


(By the Associated Press.) 
London. March 22.—The gov- 


ernraent was defeated in the house 
of lords this evening by the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the Irish 
Free State bill to guarantee pen- 
sions to Irish civil servants. The 
vote was 42 to 40. 
The defeat of the government 


by two votes is not likely to in- 
volve the fate o£ the ministry at 
the present stage. The amendment 
will !>e rejected by the house of 
commons, and when the bill is re- 
turned to the house of lords the 
rejection probably will be accepted 
in accordance with the stritemen

HOME STUDY FOR FARMERS 


More Than Two Hundred Xo\v Get 


lli-lp from College Through Agri- 
cultural CurrcNiKuiilouce CoursOS 
Interest in agricultural correspond- 


ence courses is increasing, according 
to figures Just given out by the state 
college of agriculture at Ithaca. Many 
of those who had been at the college 
for the winter ...course, recently closed, 
enrolled for a correspondence course 
before they left, and milk production, 
orchard a-uits and small fruits were in 
greatest demand. Farmers' "Week vis- 
itors showed the most interest in the 
poultry course, with farm management 
and orchard fruits next. As a-result 
college teachings are being applied to 
farms all over the state In ever-in- 
creasing numbers. 


— Three Xcw Courses 


The recent addition of courses in 


small fruits, milk production and ani- 
mal breeding, and the revision of the 
vegetable gardening course have also 
helped to increase the number of 
students taking work by correspond- 
ence until the college now has nearly 
as many as it can handle. 


The reports ot each student in each 


course are read by various'members of 
the college staff and then returned 
with sUK.Ljcstions and corrections as 
well as a mark. More than two hun- 
dred students are now receiving this 
service free. 
Students in the courses 


are required to purchase their own 
text-books, study them, and to do a 
certain amount of practical work in 
the subjects they are taking, but ail 
of tin- u ork of supervision is done by 
the college at no coat to them.

Edmund Davis of Hobart Arrested for 


Grand Larceny

Seizes Car Against "Which Davis Had 
Judgment — Case Dismissed by 
Justice Dolg. 
Attorney Donald H. Grant was in

court of Justice of the Peace J. P. j 
Doig on a case that has many inter- ; 
estiiig features. The facts are these.; 
About three weeks ago the Hobart; 
Motor Sales company, of which Ed-! 
mund Davis is president, sued Milton ', 
Frayer of Davenport for $56, which | 
the latter owed for repairs made on ! 
his Ford car. The case was tried be- 
fore Justice Doig and judgment tak- 
en by default. An execution was is- 
sued on the judgment and given to 
Constable Robert Maxim, who early 
one morning visited the home of Fray- 
er and seized the Ford car in satisfac- 
tion of the judgment. 


On Tuesday morning Harold Pow- 


ers, who resides at the Frayer home, 
went before Justice Dolg and swore 
out a warrant for the arrest of Davis, 
president of the motor company,- the 
warrant charging grand larceny and 
claiming that 'E. Davis took a car 
from the barn in the town of Daven- I 
port on or about 2 a. m. on March 
15." Powers was arrested and arraign- j 
ed before Justice Doig on Tuesday, | 
being represented by Attorney Grant. ! 
When questioned In court Powers ad- I 
milled that Davis was not the man i 
who took the car, although he had j 
previously sworn that he was, and the 
case was dismissed by Justice Dolg' 
on the ground of insufficient evidence.! 


As can be seen the case was of the j 


flimsiest sort. Davis Was in no way; 
concerned in taking the car and even 
had Constable Maxim been named in 
the warrant he could not have been 
held as he was simply acting in the 
discharge of his duties and upon a 
court order. Furthermore the informa- 
tion upon which the warrant was is- 
sued failed to describe the property 
or the place from which It was al- ' 
leged.to have been stolen.

Mrs. Cole Told Neighbor She Was Going to "Give Ben Cold; 


Hell" When He Came Home Tuesday Night, It Is 


Testified; No Other New Developments 


JL>«lh;, March 22. —Kvidence that 


Mrs. 
Cole had said to a neighbor on 


Tuesday afternoon that she wa« going 
to give Ben "cold hell" when he re- 
turned to supper because he had gone 
into the kitchen with the woman at 
whose home he and his wife were be- 
ing entertained the preceding evening 
and had closed the door, was brought 
out at the examination Of witnesses 
held this evening in connection with 
the murder of Mrs. Benjamin Cole by 
her husband and his subsequent sui- 
cide by cutting his throat on Tues- 
day evening. 
This evidence gives a 


possible clue to the cause of the quar- 
rel which Cole and his wife evidently 
had in their home and which ended 
In his chasing her into the yard and 
shooting her and in his suicide a few 
minutes later. 


The rumor current about the village 


that Mrs. Cole had gone to a dance 
the preceding evening with a young 
man and that her husband was jeal- 
ous on.that account is disproved by 
the real facts, which are that both 
Mr. and Mrs. Cole were present Mon- 
day evening at a birthday party giv- 
en in the young man's honor and that 
he and Mr. Cole were the best ot 
friends. 
It was during the course of 


the party, however, that Cole is alleg- 
ed to have gone into the kitchen alone 
with the hostess and to have closed 
the door behind them. 


About a dozen witnesses were ex- 


amined at the session held this even- 
ing by Coroner Grover A. Sillinian in 
the grand jury 
room at the court 


house. Aside from the evidence above 
referred to nothing new developed 
in the way of a possible explanation 
of the affair. There was no'evidence 
brought out to show that the man 
and woman had had any quarrel im- 
mediately preceding the tragedy. 


Sheriff Artauckle and 
Undersheriff 


Stewart were first at the house and 
immediately entered, disregarding the 
danger that Cole might be within, 
alive and armed.
